1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

2. Applicant argues "Assignee sincerely thanks the examiner for indicating that 
claims 8-15 and 22-29 are allowed. Although assignee respectfully maintains that the 
rejected claims are patentable over the cited references, claims 1-7, and 36 are 
canceled without prejudice herein. Accordingly, assignee respectfully submits that the 
pending claims are allowable and should proceed to issuance."
